TBOXAB HAST. 


CVOUJT10N AND INFLUENCE Of THE CARTOON. 


Br r**M« flmtt, tie 6re*l cartoonist (Written April 14. 1903.} 


There I* no tolling when the art of 


caricature hegnn. There are a number 
of grotesques that huve come down to 
u» from r>arlip*t Egyptian tlmon. The 
Orpeks employed pictures to emphasise 
tbclr untlrp, nnrl so did the Romans. 
All through the Middle Ages there were 
numberloiM examples of "crotesqiit'rles," 
which, curiously enough, were used In 
enforcing the doctrines of tlie Church 
by mentis of satirizing the devil. 
But 


the eighteenth century was the heyday 
of the cartoon. 
Beginning In France, 


and overrunning 
Into 
Holland, and 


thence across the Channel Into England, the flood of cnri- 
t-atnrist* carried everything before It; nnd It Is *nfe to any 
that we read the history of the time with clearer vision and 
with more acc'iracy of detail for the mirror which the 
caricaturists held up to reflect the striking peculiarities of 
the men and events passing before It. Uautler mentioned 
a Spanish cartoonist. Francisco Uaya y Luclentes, a mix- 
ture of Rembrandt, Watteau and Uabelals, who preceded 
the two great caricaturists of the latter half of the eigh- 
teenth century; Oeorg'e Crulkshank, In England, and Mona. 
Charlet, In France. 


It has been reserved for America, however, to bring 


forth a new race of caricaturists, which, for lack of a bet- 
ter title, may be cnllod tbe personal cartoonists— mea who 
seize upon the rhnrncteriMtlcn of an Individual and so ex- 
aggerate them that the subjects of the cartoons are known 
by the most prominent features In their physical, mental 
or moral make-up. 


Perhaps we Americans look at the droll .side of life 


more than other people, but certain It Is we hare more 
nnd better cartoonists than else where.

Gradually, possibly, the whole under- 
lying fresco of the murder of St. Thoro- 
us at Canterbury will come Into view, 
and it Is evidently of far higher nrtlstlfl 
merit than the hastily executed cover* 
Ing one.

An Ordinance Providing for the 


Establishment, Maintainance 
and Management of a Public 
Library in and for the City 
of Covina. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 


Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. A Public Library is here- 


by established in and for the City of 


ovina, and the title of all property 


ownejl or acquired by said City for 
library purposes, or that may he here- 
after acquired for sufch' purpose^ wtten 
not otherwise provided, is hereby 
vested in said City of Covina; and 
such library shall be governed and 
managed in

:erms of that certain Act of the Legis- 
ature of the State of California en- 
:itled, "An act to provide for the es- 
:a.blishment and maintenance of pub- 
ic libraries within 
municipalities," 


approved March 23, 1901. 


Section 2. 
Such 
public library 


shall be managed by a Board desig- 
nated 
as the Board of Library Trus- 


ees, consisting of five members, to 
)e appointed by the President of the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Co- 
vina, by and with the consent of the 
said Board of Trustees. Such Trus- 
ses shall severally ho'd office as pro- 
vided in said Act of the Legislature of

:o, and shall be and are hereby vested 
vith all the powers, rights and privi- 
eges given Boards of Library Trus- 
ees by said ac.t, and said Board of 
library Trustees shall in all respects 
govern, manage and conduct said Pub- 
ic Library, in . accordance with the 
erms of said Act. 


Sec. 3. The City Clerk shall certify 


o the passage of this Ordinance, and

he Covina Argus, a weekly newspaper

The Centennial Exposition at Phila- 


delphia covered 256 acres, the Paris 
Exposition of 1JW-1900. 336 acres, the 
Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago, 


633 acres. 


The World's Fair at St. Louis will 


cover 118O acres. 


The construcj^ijjn cost of the Cen- 


tenial "exposilron was $8,500,000, that 
of the Paris Exposition was f9,000- 
000. The cost of the Columbian Ex- 
position was estimated at $18,322,000 
and the total cost was $27,250,000. 


The estimated construction cost of 


the St. Louis World's Fair is $30,000 
000, and its total cost will be upwards 
of $40,000,000 by the time the work is 
completed. 


Before the Exposition gates are 


open, the city of St. Louis will have 
expended the enormous sum of $20,000- 
000 Of this amouut $5,000,000 
was 


appropriated for the Fair through the 
Municipal Assembly. Citizens of St. 
Louis raised $5,000,000 additional by 
private subscription. By popular vote 
at a special election the 
Charter 


Amendments were carried, which will 
enable the city to expend $10,000,000 
for street paving and other public im- 
provements.
